On September 20, 2006, the U S Patent and Trademark Office issued a Notification 
of Abandonment legaiding the above-referenced application By way of this submission, 
applicants respectfully petition for the withdrawal of such holding of abandonment pursuant 
to the provisions of 37 C F R . § 1 ., 1 8 1 (a) . 

As applicants contend that the application is not in fiact abandoned, a petition fee is 
not requir ed In addition, as this petition is filed well within the first two months of receipt of 
the notification of abandonment, it is timely filed. 
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The facts upon which this petition is based are as follows: 

1 Fiench patent application No 03 10547, the patent of the above-refetenced 
national phase application, was filed on September 5, 2003., 

2 PCT application No PCT/FR04/002226, which claimed pilot ity to the above- 
referenced French patent application, was timely filed on September 1, 2004. 

3 Pursuant to the national phase provisions of the Patent Cooperation Treaty, 
applicant had a total of thirty (30) months of the priority date of September 5, 2003, to file a 
national phase patent application with the U S Patent and Trademark Office., Thirty (30) 
months from that priority date would have been March 5, 2006, 

4 . However , as March 5j 2006, fell on a Sunday, the provisions of " 37 C ,F .R § 1 . 7 
state that the application may be filed on the next succeeding business day, which is not a 
Saturday, Sunday or a federal holiday . In this case, that next succeeding business day would 
have been March 6, 2006.
